ADVERTISEMENT. 


HE following are the substance 
of a Lecture occasionally read to the 


young Gentlemen of CHRIST COLLEGE in 


the first Term, being designed as a sup- 
plement to the Elementary Rules of Greek 
Prosody. 

It has been a frequent Subject of com- 
plaint, that the books already written on 
this branch of Grammar are wanting in 
didactic perspicuity, and are rather calcu- 


lated to establish the Proficient, than to 


assist the Learner. I except not Morell's 
Thesaurus itself, to which it has been 


almost universally objected, that the quan- 


tities of words are not marked, and that 
several references are made to the most 
difficult species of Verse. This objection, 
frivolous as it may seem, ought surely to 
be regarded by those who consult the im- 
provement of young Scholars to whom the 
subject 
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subject of Greek Quantity is new, and

who are entirely unprepared to scan the 
verse to which they are referred. For 


though an useful treatise on Greek Pro- 
sody is prefixed to the Thesaurus, yet 


that treatise, from the manner and number 
of it's rules and instances, appears formi- 
dable to all but the Great Schools, and 
is for that reason, among others, too often 


_ overlooked. i 


Hephæstion and Terentianus Maurus, 
to whose authority so just a deference is 
paid by other writers, are confessedly 
placed out of the reach of beginners, — 


the one from it's being written in Greek 


the other from the abstruseness of it's 
style. These considerations, concurring 
with the desire of several respectable 
Masters of Schools, have induced me to 
print this Analysis; and I hope that the 
plain and compendious form, in which the 
rules are here exhibited, may prepare the 
way to more difficult treatises, and facili- 
tate the progress of Classical Students in 
general, as much as it has produced this 
effect where I am more immediately con- 


cerned,

INTRODUCTION. 


PART I. 


\ METRE is an arrangement of Syllables 
and Feet according to certain Rules.” In 
this abſtract and general ſenſe it comprehends in- 


dilcriminately either an entire Verſe, a part of a 


Verſe, or any number of Verſes. But “ a Metre” 
in a ſpecific ſenſe means * a combination of 7ws* 
Feet,” and ſometimes only ou Foot. 

In the firſt ſenſe Metre is divided into nine 
Species. 1. IAM BIC. 2. TxochAlc. 3. Ax A- 
PASTIC. 4. DACTYLIC. 5 CHORLAMBIC. 6. 

AXT1SPASTIC. 


The diſtinction between Rhythm and Metre is this: 

Rhythm reſpects the time only, And is a general name ex- 
preſſing the proportion that ſubſiſts between the parts of time 
employed in the pronunciation of different feet; the leaſt divi- 
ſion of which is that, which is employed in the pronunciation of 
a ſhort Syllable. The Term is ſometimes uſed in a more com- 
prehenſive ſenſe, and is ſynonymous with Harmony. 

' Merre reſpects both the ie and order of the Syllables. The 
Rhythm of a Dactyl and Anapaſt is the ſame ; the Metre dif- 
ferent. The diſtinction is ſimilar to that of Combinations und 
Permutations in Arithmetic.

It is not however 
ſufficient merely to know to which of theſe ſpecies 
a Verſe is to be referred, but the Student muſt 
alſo examine how many feet, or how many pairs of

then be able to annex another name according to 
the number of theſe Metres, and will call it either 


MoNnoMETER — DIiMETER — TrximMETER—T+t- 


TRAMETER—PENTAMETER—or HEXAMETER.

the ſcientific method of the old Grammarians. 
And the knowing how to apply theſe terms to any 
Verſe* that preſents itſelf, neceſſarily includes the 
ſubordinate knowledge of every foot, which may 
be afterwards mentioned or not, at pleaſure. It is 
rather unuſual to mention them, except in caſes 
of difficulty, or when the Poet ſeems to deviate | 
from rule, 

Schmidius and Triclinius, in their Analyſis of 
the Metres of Pindar and Sophocles, frequently 
recite firſt the general name, conſiſting of the 
three terms abovementioned, and then ſubjoin the 
particular feet. 


When different Metres are intermixed, as in the Choral 
Odes of the Greek Tragedians, each Verſe muſt be ſcanned 
ſeparately, 

In a 5 Sy/tem, or Collection of Verſes of one and the ſame 
Species, 4 is ſufficient to mention the general name once for all. 

When there is a Recurrency of Verſes of different kinds 
combined together, (as in the Alcaic os of Horace) the law 
of variation muſt be premiſed.

1 wr two laſt terms of the general name are 
reduced to one for the ſake of brevity in par- 
ticular caſes. 1, Where a Verſe of a given ſpecies 
conſiſts of two feet and a half, it is called a Pen- 
themimer*, 2, When it conſiſts of three and a 
half, an Hephthemimer*.

ESIDES the' diviſion of the Verſe into 

Metres and Feet, writers have taken notice of 
another diviſion into two parts only, owing to the 
natural intermiſſion of the voice 1n reading it. 
This is called the Paus, which neceſſarily ends 
with a word; and it's diſtance from the beginning 
is generally, though not mvariably, determined by 
the length of the Verſe. 

Heroic Verſes and Trimeter® Tambics are eſteemed 
molt harmomous, when the Pauſe falls upon the 
firft Syllable of the third Foot. In Iambic and Tro- 
chaic Tetrameters, it's place is at the end of the 
ſecond Metre. Theſe rules, which are far from 
being general, are more obſerved by the Roman 
than Greek Poets. In Anapeſtic* Verſes, and 
Pzonic, no place is aſſigned to the Paule, becauſe, 
ſince the Metres (if rightly conſtructed) end with 
a word, the effect of a Pauſe will be produced at 
the end of esch Metre. The ſame may be ob- 
ſerved of Ionic a minore.
